(Associated Press) 
Washington, Dec. ft- -Secretary Me 
Adoo in his annual report to congress 
today outlined at length the stops tak 


1 11 b y the treasury department to re­ 
store confidence and support the Am­ 
erican b usiness, shaken and weaken­ 
ed b y the European war. 
“A catastrophe of calamitous pro­ 
portions,” said the report, ‘‘was n a r ­ 
rowly averted. It is a trib ute to 
the 
economic strength and soundness of 
tlie country and to the patriotism 
of 
its people in every class and walk of 
lit« “ that the shock has b een so adm i­ 
rab ly withstood. A panic of cataclys­ 
mic proportions might easily have re­ 
sulted if it had, the injury to 
the 
country would have b een incalculab le 
and many years would have b een re 
•inired to overcome its effects.” 
Gold Pool Conned. 
By formation of the $] 00,000,Our 
gold pool, the 
$135 000,000 
cotton 
loan fund, issues of emergency 
c ur ­ 
rency and the deposit of crop moving 
money in national b anks, the situa 
tion was relieved and confidence rovn 
ed, the report says. 
“ Through the prompt and effective 
action of the treasury department and 
■with the cordial and intelligent coop­ 
eration of the b anking and b u iness 
interests of the country, the danger 
has b een averted,” says 
the 
re­ 
port. 


“ Confidence has b een restored and 
specie payments have b een m a inta in­ 
ed in the face of the world. At

time since the war b roke 
out 
has 
there b een, to the knowledge of this 
department, with the exception of 
a 
few isolated cases, a failure on

part of any solvent national b ank to 
honor its checks in currency or mon­ 
ey or to meet its ob ligations. rl lie gen 
eral revival of b usiness throughout 
the country is the b est evidence that 
confidence has b een restored. There 
is every reason why the 
country 
should look forward to the 
future 
with confidence so far as its track1, 
commerce ami industry 
are

cerned.”
